My dear President-elect Kennedy: 

As voluntary national chairman of the Radio Free Europe Fuad 
(Crusade for Freedom. Inc.) I want to express the great hope of all 
of «» that we can have your continuing support for this vital non- 
partisan effort. 

Crusade for Freedom, which changed its campaign name this year 
to Radio Free Europe Fuad to avoid confusion as to its purposes, was, 
as you will recall, started under President Truman who haa remained 
an enthusiastic supporter, and it has received the whole-hearted 
endorsement of President Eisenhower during his administration. 

Our sole purpose, as you know, is to maintain the support of the 
American people for Radio Free Europe sad its round-the-clock broad- 
casts of truthful information to the people in the captive nations behind 
the iron curtain. A copy of President Eisenhower's latest statement 
on the subject is enclosed. At a meeting in the White House last year 
the President expressed to a group of us his hope that his successor 
would continue to giro the same personal interest to Radio Froo Europe 

let February of 1958 you were good enough to make the following 
public statement: 

:i The nature of the struggle between Communism sad freedom, 
and the deeply felt aspirations of peoples behind the iron and 
bamboo curtains require the freest dissemination of information 
regarding political and economic developments. Only by 
combatting falsa words with truth sad propagating roal values 
in contrast to false ones can the war of ideas be won.
